and labor, is the first Jew ever 
honored by a president of the 


United States with an in% itatiou to sit 
in the cabinet.

Roosevelt and" by three other presi- 
dents. When he was only thn-ty-MX ' 
years of age. in 1887. President C!o\ e- , 
laud appointed him minister to Tur-1 
key. Mr. Straus was an artive Dem- r 
ocrat but nevertheless President Har- ' 
risou requested him to remain at Cou- 
stantiuople. Large business inline-I* 
at home demanded his attention, «ud 
he retired.

his life. Though always taking a live- 
ly interest in politics, he ne^er has 
been a politician He is a political <=ei- 
rntist rather than a politician.

Oscar, the young 
est* son, entered Columbia university, 
partly paying his way by writing for 
the newspapers, for the elder Straus 
was not well to do at the time. In 
1871 Oscar was graduated near the 
head of his class. He was class poet, 
defeating in the contest for that honor 
Brander Matthews, the well known lit- 
erary man and educator, who recently 
took" a foremost part in the crusade for 
simplified spelling. Young Straus stud- 
ied law ana two years later began the 
practice. He was one of the first law- 
yers in the United States to prosecute 
a railroad for making illegal freight 
rates for the benefit of favored patrons.
